economy project as yet introduced 
by the Joint Finance committee came

State Engineer, J. G.- D. Mack, is 
given complete authority to purchase 
in the competitive market all the 
coal for the state institutions. 


Previously this coal • has 
Deem 


bought 
through numerous • boards 


and often at fairly high prices. Un- 
der this bill the engineer will adver- 
tise the specification on the b. t. u 
basis and local or foreign dealers 
may bid on any part or the whole 
of the lot necessary for the entire 
state. The contracts will be -award- 
ed the lowest dealers. 
After the 


contracts have been made the chief 
engineer will report the prices to 
the Board of Public Affairs who wil: 
arrange for the amount needed .by 
each institution in their next budget. 


A second bill by the Finance-com- 


mittee effectually prevents the Real 
Estate Brokers' board from becom- 
ing a large body by .limiting 
the 


amount of -their receipts "they may 
expend to $27,500 annually. Their 
annual receipts at .present are in .ex- 
cess of $40,000'and the balance will 
have to 'be turned into the state 
treasury.

Anti-Fly Campaign of 1921 


This is the Time to Swat the Dangerous House Fly Before the 


Breeding Season Begins—Court Condemns Pests 


(From La Follette's Magazine) 


N 
exceptionally 
vigorous cam paign 


against the house fly will be waged this 
•season. 


The unusually mild winter presages a season 


that will be favorable to "the development of the 
house fly swarms which are such active agents 
in the spread of disease germs. 
The winter 


"hang-over" flies have already: made their ap- 
pearance in considerable numbers. 


The Easter House Ply is more deadly than 


other flies. It is the progenitor of many billion 
swarms. To kill just one Easter fly now means 
that there will 'be fewer billions to kill this sum- 
n-.er. If yon don't kill it now you are endanger, 
ing the life of your babies and yourselves. The 
danger threatened by the germs of the new 
fangled diseases that may be brought by the 
thousands of immigrants now coming to our 
shore is a menace' that demands our greatest 
vigilance, and the fly can be depnded on to seex 
that a widespread distribution of the germs is 
made when they arrive. 


Reports collected from all parts of the country 


by Chairman Edward Hatch of New York Mer- 
chant's Association, last fall showed that the war 
against the house fly has been productive of not- 
iceable results in decreasing the number of flies. 
The testimony of health officers in practically' 
every part of the country was to the effect that 
the anti-fly crusade, which was started orig- 
inally by Mr. Hatch's Committee, is bearing 
good fruit. 


The danger of importation of contagious dis- 


ease from Europe makes it all the more neces- 
sary that no effort should be spared to keep the 
house fly under control. The fly is a busy and 
undiscriminating germ carrier and medical sci- 
ence places him in the same category with the 
malaria-bearing mosquito, the piag-ue-carryin? 
rat and the typhus-carrying louse, classing hint 
as an enemy of mankind, and putting him at the 
head of the list. 
^ 


The campaign is of especial interest to hotels, 


boarding houses and restaurants. The largest 
and most influential of the women's organiza- 
tions in the City, are taking an interest in this 
branch of the work and will make inspections 


sive and deleterious to health. The complaint 
in this case was that at the table at which the 
defendant and his party were accustomed to sit 
the flies were so numerous and became so ob- 
noxious that their presence created an intoler- 
able condition in violation of the obligation of 
the landlord to furnish suitable and sanitary 
dining facilities as implied in his contract. The 
real issue' involved a single question of fact: 
Was the defendant justified in leaving the hotel 
on account of the fault of the plaintiff, in allow- 
ing flies to collect at the defendant's table in 
such numbers as to become insanitary and re- 
pulsive? The court thinks that he was. 


"It is a matter of common knowledge that 


the common house fly has come to be regarded 
by the enlightened understanding, not only al 
one of the most annoying and repulsive of in- 
sects, but one of the most dangerous in ,its cap- 
acity to gather, carry and disseminate the 
germs of disease. He is the meanest of all 
scavengers. He delights in reveling in all kinds 
of filth; the greater the putrescence, the more 
to his taste. Of every vermin, he above all oth- 
ers is least able to prove an alibi when charged 
with having been in touch, with every kind of 
corruption, and with having become contamin- 
ated with the germs thereof. After free indul- 
gence in the cesspools of disease and filth, he 
then possesses the further obnoxious attribute 
of being most agile and persistent in ability to 
distribute the germs 'of almost every deadly 
form of contagion. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that yellow fever was formerly the 
scourge of certain localities in our own and 
other countries. For years no one mistrusted 
or was able to detect the cause. But one day 
it was announced that a certain kind of mos- 
quito by its sting communicated the germs of 
this dread disease. 
The knowing introduction 


of one of these mosquitoes now would constitute 
a criminal offense. While the house fly has not 
yet been regarded as fatal as a mosquito, he, 
nevertheless, is now attracting the serious at- 
tention of»sanitary and health departments all

Mr. Esch's Appointment by 
the President a Bad Mistake 


(From La Toilette's Magazine)

T 


HE word which comes from Washington 
that President Harding has appointed to 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 


Hon. John J. Esch, wht> wag recently retired as 
member of Congress from Wisconsin, because 
of the vigorous protest of the farmer voters in 
his district against his part in the framing of 
the iniquitous Esch-Curomins law, will be re- 
ceived with strong disapproval by a large ma- 
jority of my readers. 
' 


It -would appear that Mr. Harding has taken 


occasion not cr,ly to offend the farmer shippers 
(who 
do not believe that a 'lame duck" like 


Mr. Esch should receive any public recognition 
for his services to the railroads) but that the 
President has "rubbed it m" unnecessarily by 
the peculiar circumstances surrounding the ap- 
pointment. In the first place Mr. Esch is given 
a position whose most important duties are 
directly concerned with the enforcement of the 
impossible provisions of his all but universally 
condemned bill; and, secondly, he 
displaces 


Robert Wooley, one of the few real friends 
which the common people of the country—the 
farmers and other shippers—had on the Com- 
mission. 
Time and again Mr. Wooley has 


raised his voice almost alone in protest against 
the policies of the railroads, which were im- 
posing a tremendous handicap on the farmer 
shippers of the nation. He stripped bare the 
camouflage surrounding the railroads' 
claim 


that government operation of the railroads was 
the cause of all our present transportation ills, 
and placed the responsibility squarely where it 
belongs—on the shoulders of the railroad exec- 
utives themselves. 
He protested against the 


suspension of Section 10 of the Clayton anti- 
trust act, forbidding railroad officials to prof- 
iteer and graft through contracting for eojiip- 
ment and repairs with private concerns, in 
which they themselves are financially inter- 
ested. 
The fact that his views were ignored 


in the provisions of the Esch-Cummins law is

Eliminate Undernourishment with Milk 


Many Cities and Communities of the Nation Join in Cam- 


paign to Secure Better Health for Children 


T 


HE story of a nationwide effort to elimi- 


nate undernourishment in growing chil- 
dren is told in the scrapbook of a milk 


specialist..from the United States Department 
of Agriculture who has co-operated during the 
past two years in more than 40 milk campaigns 
held in cities and rural districts throughout the 
United States. All of these campaigns have 
been held in the interest of better health for 
children, and in every case where a milk cam- 
paign has been put on there has been an in- 
crease in the consumption of milk, winch has 
amounted to as much as 30 per cent in some 
cities. What this means to the health of the 
country is hard to measure, for milk campaigns 
put on in one city have resulted in more cam- 
paigns in neighboring cities and rural dis- 
tricts, and the milk week has grown into a 
lengthy education on the food value of milk. 


The milk campaign week was started in Con- 


necticut in 1918, when six cities, the first of 
which were Hartford and New Haven, organ- 
ized to combat undernourishment among their 
school children. The movement spread 
to 


Rhode Island, where Newport took up the work, 
and this campaign was followed in rapid suc- 
cession by campaigns in four New Jersey 
cities. Boston then went a step further, and 
put on a 12-months campaign. 
Among other 


cities which have taken up the work are De- 
troit, Pittsburgh, Kansas City, Topeka, Daven- 
port, Iowa City, Akron, Spokane, Seattle, and 
Madison. 
Other cities have planned 
cam- 


paigns; and Iowa and Kansas put on a State 
wide campaign for two years, with splendid re- 
sults. 


Shows Necessity for Milk 
« T HAT is behind this great interest in milk? 
W Undernourishment. 
There are many 


children that are underweight and undernour- 
ished. A survey of 10,000 Chicago school chil- 
dren showed that 40 per cent were 7 per cent 
underweight, and the investigators were sur- 
prised to find that of those underweight, 57 per 
cent were from comfortable 'homes in the resi- 
dential section, and only 16.2 per cent were 
from the stockyards district. "This fact," says 
the milk utilization specialist, "demonstrates 
the necessity for teaching more about the.value 
of foods, for the fault here was not poverty 
but ignorance of the necessity of certain foods 
for growing children." 


A survey conducted in New York showed 


that from 1914 to 1917 the percentage of under- 
nourishment had increased from 5- to 21 per 


cent, and had accompanied a decrease of 25 
per cent in milk consumption. 


Undernourishment 
is not confined to the 


cities. In one of the counties in the richest 
agricultural section of Kansas it was found 
that of 639 children in 30 school districts, 140 
were at least 10 per cent underweight, and only 
42 per cent of them used milk every day. Also, 
in-three townships in Iowa 51 per cent of the 
children were underweight. 


Conditions Must Be Right 


{<|-'ROM figures like these a city may gauge 


JT the necessity'of a milk campaign," says 


the milk specialist. "A campaign Is never con- 
ducted by the Dairy Division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture unless there 
is a local feeling that it is needed. It is then 
made certain that the milk is pure and whole- 
some, that the supply is adequate, and the 
price reasonable to the producer, the distrib- 
utor, and the consumer. In snch campaigns the 
Dairy Division co-operates always with the 
State agricultural college, and the'college gets 
the co-operation of the local agencies." 


"Two important reasons for undernourish-' 


ment in children are poverty and lack of un- 
derstanding of the nourishing properties of 
certain foods. 
What milk campaigns do to 


teach the. value of milk for the growing child 
is that much added to the general progress of 
child welfare." 


The value of milk in the diet has been shown 


very strikingly in the milk-feeding demonstra- 
tions carried on in the schools. In Kansas 
City, for instance, a survey in a certain school 
district in May, 1919, disclosed that 37 per cent 
of the children were undernourished. 
They 


were given a school lunch of milk and graham 
crackers, and by September, the percentage of 
undemutrition had fallen to 25 per cent. The 
following March only 3.7 per cent were below 
weight, and it •was expected that all would b« 
"brought up to normal in a short time. Similar 
results have been obtained in other cities. 


The value, of milk for older children and 


grown-ups7is brought out in a tribute to milk 
from the president of a woman's college in the 
South: "For 67 years we have never had 4 
death of a boarding school student. We have 
onr own herd of dairy cows. 
What milk we 


can not use we sell. We went through the flu 
epidemic safely by keeping the dormitories 
heated evenly, and then feeding milk."
